Postmaster-General Blase ll Desires 
form and Economy. 
W a sh in g to n, N ov. 26.—Postm aster- 
G eneral W. 8. Bissell has subm itted to 
President his annual report for th e 
year ending Ju n e 30, 1894. 
lie briefly 
outlines the policy of th e departm ent 
in th e following: 
“ In general I would recommend th a t 
th e first and m ost im portant th in g to 
be done is to revise th e law as to sec­ 
ond class m atter, so as to place th e 
postoffice 
departm ent 
im m ediately 
upon a self-sustaining basis. 
. Avoid expensive 
experim ents, 
like the postal telegraph, ru ral free 
delivery, etc. 
“ 3. Develop th e postal service on ex 
isting lines of adm inistration—viz.: 
Extend free delivery in cities th a t now 
enjoy it. 
Accord it tow ns already en­ 
titled to it under the law ; and quicken 
railroad trasportation. 
“ 4. Revise and reclassify organiza 
tion of the railw as m ail service and re­ 
classify clerks in postoffices. 
*‘5. Provide for district supervision 
of all postal affairs by expert postal 
officials from th e classified service, as 
recommended in my last annual re­ 
p o rt.” 
The revenue for the year was $75. 
080,479; expenditures, $84,324,414; leav 
ing a deficiency of $9,243,935. 
The 
estim ates for the current year ending 
Ju n e 3u, 1895, are: 
Revenue, $84,427, 
748; expenditures. $90,399.4o5; defier 
ency, $5,971,737. 
The estim ates sub­ 
m itted to th e secretary of the treasury 
for th e next fiscal year are: 
Revenue, 
$86,907,407: expenditures, $91,059,283; 
deficiency, $4,151,876. 
This annual deficiency, the post­ 
m aster-general says, could be over­ 
come by the increase of postal rates, 
but he does not believe this advisable. 
Mr. Bissell recom mends th a t th e ex­ 
perim ental 
free 
delivery 
projects 
should be discontinued, and thinks 
free delivery in ru ral districts is not 
needed or desired by people. 
One of the m ost im portant and in­ 
teresting features of Mr. Bissell's re­ 
port is its discussion of class m atter. 
In his last report he referred to the 
g reat disproportion of th e grow th of 
second d o ss m ail m atter. 
He does not 
advocate a change of rates now upon 
legitim ate new spapers and periodical 
m agazines, b u t his purpose is to urge 
th e w ithdraw al of low postage rates 
from the large cities and th e pretended 
periodicals th a t are now im properly 
enjoying them . 
The postm aster-general says he thor­ 
oughly believes in civil service in the 
postoffice departm ent. 
Mr. Bissell refers to the bill now 
pending to relieve th e postm aster-gen 
eral of the responsibility of postoffice 
appointm ents. 
Comm enting upon this 
bill, he says: 
“ W hether such a plan ie 
or is not the best th a t can be devised, 
it is a t least the form ulation of a plan 
w hich is entitled to th e m ost earnest, 
careful and im m ediate consideration, 
and may become a foundation upon 
w hich to build. 
W hat is earnestly de 
sired and w hat daily appears m ore o:[ 
a necessity is legislation of some kine 
w hich w ill insure an 
im provem ent 
upon present m ethods.” 


Two Handred and Ten People Are Atoard 
the Boat. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , Pa., Nov. 26.—The 
American liner Indiana, Capt. Tow n­ 
send, from Liverpool and Queenstown, 
for this port, w ith a crew of seventy 
men and 140 steerage passengers, has 
not yet turned up, and is now alm ost 
six days overdue. 
The uneasiness felt for the ship was 
in no w ay lessened by a report made 
by Capt. H unter of th e B ritish steam ­ 
ship Calvin, which 
reached G irard 
Point yesterday. 
C apt H unter says th a t the 20th inst., 
w hile w eathering a terrific gale, they 
observed on the crest of th e waves a 
peculiar w hite object w hich closer 
observation disclosed to be th e p art of 
a passenger vessel’s life raft. 
C apt H unter is confident th a t it 
cam e from a passenger ship th a t had 
m et w ith recent disaster. Pilot Schell- 
inger says the ra ft described by Capt. 
H unter closely resem bles those carried 
by th e Am erican line boats. 
Close to 
th e ra ft was floating a wooden buoy. 
The Calvin m et w ith terrific gales 
from th e loth to th e 20th instants and 
dam aged her steam steering gear. The 
Red S tar steam er Pennsylvania, from 
A ntw erp, is also five days over due, 
but Capt. Sm ith of th e W hite S tar 
B ritannic, arrived a t New York S atur­ 
day. reports passing h er th e iota in­ 
stan t in latitude 41 degrees, logitude 
degrees, apparently all well. 
The B ritish steam ship Robinia, from 
A ntw erp, is also over due.

from g reat dam age. 
D uring th e w orst 
p art of the gale one of the seam en was 
w ashed along th e deck for a distance 
of fifty feet and dashed against the 
bulw arks.

Former Janesville Man Took Charge 
of the Department of the Missouri at 
Chicago Saturday, the Ceremony 
Being Entirely Informal and W ith­ 
out Any Military Show. 


General Thomas H. Ruger took com­ 
mand of the Departm ent of the Mis­ 
souri of the United States army S&tur 
day. 
He arrived in Chicago Saturday 
morning and was accompanied by his 
wife 
and 
daughter 
and 
Captain 
Charles D. Lyman, aid-de-camp. 
The 
party registered a t the Auditorium, 
and about noon General Ruger strolled 
down to departm ent headquarters and 
notified Colonel Jam es P. M artin, Ad­ 
ju tan t General, of his presence. 
Col­ 
onel M artin speedily informed 
the 
staff officers in the building and they 
in a body were presented to their new 
commander. 
There was no formality 
about the presentation. 
General Ru­ 
ger was in civilian attire and the of­ 
ficers of the departm ent staff came in 
just as they were, some dressed in fa­ 
tigue uniforms and otheis in civilian 
dress. 
His War Record. 


While most Janesville people are 
fam iliar w ith General Ruger’s person 
a1 history, comparatively few know 
his complete w ar record. 
When the 
w ar broke out Governor Randall ap­ 
pointed him engineer-in-chief to orga­ 
nize the state troops. 
He was offered 
a commission as colonel but refused 
u n til the Third regim ent w ent to the 
front and then he took command. The 
sylabus of his movements while he 
held this rank is as follows: Prevent­ 
ed the assemblage of a rebel legisla­ 
ture a t Frederick, Md., September, 
1861; movement to H allsb u rg , Va.

George Baltzer, who served a sixty 
day term in jail here for assisting 
Emma Lashall, in defrauding J. M. 
Bostwick & Sons out of a cloak valued 
a t $10, on the representation that 
they were employes of the State Insti­ 
tution for the Blind, seems to be a 
rather bad customer. 
It has cost 
Green 
county 
$1,000 and Sheriff 
Moore five thousand miles travel to 
get him for stealing a bicycle not to 
speak of the trouble th a t Constable 
Wallace Cochrane was put to when he 
was sent off on a wild goose chase. 
Some time last June a bicycle was 
stolen from a resident of Monticello 
and suspicion 
pointed strongly to 
Baltzer, who had 
been 
hovering 
around the neighborhood for some 
weeks prior to the disappearance of 
the wheel. 
The authorities were no­ 
tified and acting upon the clue fur­ 
nished, a t once instituted a seaich for 
Baltzer, who was, a t this time, not 
very much in evidence.

Among 
the women was a distant relative of 
Baltzer and she, in an unguarded 
moment was led to disclose the fugi­ 
tives present abode, though it required 
skillful “ pumping” on the part of the 
woman friend of the sheriff to secure 
the coveted information.

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TALMAGE’S SERMON 
ON HIS LAST TRIP 


As our train glided into the dimly 
lighted station, I asked the guard, “Is 
this Lucknow?*’ and 
he 
answered. 
“Lucknow;” at the pronunciation of 
which proper name strong emotions 
rushed through body, mind and soul. 
The word is a synonym of suffering, 
of cruelty, of heroism, of horror such 
as is suggested by hardly any other 
word. 
We have for thirty-five years 
been reading of the agonies there en­ 
dured and the daring deeds there w it­ 
nessed. 
It was my great desire to 
have some one who had witnessed the 
scenes transacted in Lucknow in 1857 
conduct us over the place. 
We found 
just the man. 
He was a young soldier 
at the time the greatest mutiny of the 
ages broke out, and he was put with 
others inside the Residency, which 
was a cluster of buildings making a 
fortress in which the representatives 
of the English government lived, and 
■which was to Le the seen3 of an endur­ 
ance and a bombardment the story of 
which, poetry, and painting, and his­ 
tory, and secular and sacred eloquence 
[lave been trying to depict. 
Our escort 
not only had a good memory of what 
md happened, but had talent enough 
to rehearse the tragedy. 
In the early part of 1857 all over 
India the natives were ready to break 
out in rebellion against all foreigners, 
and especially against the civil and 
military representatives of the English 
government. 
A half dozen causes are mentioned 
for the feeling of discontent and in­ 
surrection that was evidenced through­ 
out India. 
The most of these causes 
were mere pretexts. 
Greased cart- 
tridges were no doubt an exaspera­ 
tion. 
The grease ordered by the En­ 
glish government to be used on these 
cartridges was taken from cows or 
pigs, and grease to the Hindoos is un­ 
clean, and to bite these cartridges at 
the loading of the guns would be an 
offense to the Hindoos* religion. 
The 
leaders of the Hindoos said that these 
greased cartridges were only part o:‘ 
an attempt by the English government 
to make the natives give up their re 
ligion; hence unbounded indignation 
was aroused. 
Another cause of the mutiny was 
that another large province of India 
had been annexed to the British em 
pire, and thou .-a lids of officials in the 
employ of the king of that province 
were thrown out of position, and they 
•were all r e a d y for trouble making. 
Another cause was said to be the 
bad government exercised by some 
English officials in India. 
The simple fact was that the natives 
of India are a conquered race, and th 
nglish were the conquerors. 
For IOO 
years the English sceptre had been 
waved over India, and the Indians 
wanted to break that sceptre. 
There 
never had been any love or sympathy 
between the natives of India and th 
Europeans; there is none now. 
Before the time of the great mutiny 
the English government risked much 
Dower in the hands of the natives. Too 


m a n y o f them manned the forts. 
Too 
many of them were in governmental 
employ. 
And now’ the time had come 
for a wide outbreak. 
The natives had 
persuaded them selves ti it they could
